Mississippi Forest Service 
Reports 103 Violations For 
Year Ending June, 1950 


There were 103 reported violations 
of the 1944 fire trespass act to the Mrs- 
sissipp: Forest Service for the 
year ending June 30, 1950, according 
to J. F. Smith, chief of Forest Fire 
Control, who has just released a sum- 
mary of all cases. 

Of the total violations reported, 90 
were settled out of court. Of the thir- 
teen cases tried there were twelve con- 
victions. A total of $39565 was col- 
lected in fines and three jail sentences 
were imposed.
